The Athens “Clarice County Library Board met Tuesday, May 20, 

1952 at Bo 1 clock. Members present were : Mr, Wier, Mr. BlEbodworth , 

Mr, Hodgson, Lira. Dudley, Mrs. Mendenhall, Mrs. V/ 1 lk ins t Mr. Wilson 
and Milner. Also Miss Maret, 

Meeting was called to order by Mr. »ier , Chairman. 

Minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. Discussion of 
the use of the money on hand as of January 1, 1953 was held. Following 
the discussion, it was moved by Mr. Milnemand seconded by Mr. Hodgson 
that the library continue to develop the grounds and garden. Motion 
was carried. 

The chairman reported that in his visit to the city for its 
appropriation for 1952. he was told that the L eity appropriation 
was not to be spent for major repairs to the outlying, as this 
was b county building and thus a county responsibility. 

Mrs. 'J ilk ins reported that the Junior Ladies Garden Club had made 
a donation of 3350.00 for the garden and that the money was to be 
spent for the completion of the pool. She reported that she was 
looking for an attractive backing for the fountain. She also 
reported that a sprinkler system was needed in the garden and that an 
estimate of 3325-3275 had been quoted on same. 

The Chairman reported the appeaa&ce of termites again in the 
library. He had asked the county engineer to come and look over 
the situation and make recommendations on what to do, Mr. '‘ilscn 
moved that the chairman be given authority to do what was necessary 
to eradicate the termites. Motion seconded by Mr. Bloodworth, Motion 
carried. 

The Director gave her report. She called attention to the monthly 
reports which were being sent out from the library in which could be 
found the work whiih was being done on the American Heritage Project. 

A letter was read from Dr. Collins , State School Superintendent com- 
mending the board and library on its work with the project. The 
director said she had been asked to attend a meeting in Chicago on 
H^y 27-29 at which time an evaluation conference was to be held. She 
also reported thht the American Library Association was holding its 
annual meeting in New York from June 30 to July 5. She was urged by the 
board to attend both of these meetings. 

Mrs. Wilkins gave the report of the nominating committee. The 
following officers were elected:

Meeting was called to order by Chapman Hodgson. Minutes of last meeting 
were road and approved. 

The matter of termites in the library building was brought before the board,

them. 

The Director gave her report. She told something of the work of the library

Edd Parke, A conference for participants in the project is to he held in 
Chicago from September 2 until September 6, It was moved by Mr. Milner that 
the position be off ered to Mrs, forks at ->225*00 per month for t'm period 
of September through March and that Mrs, Parks 1 expenses be paid from .L'i funds 
for the trip, Mrs. .cHatton St bonded otion, Motion carried. It was voted 
that the Director be authorized to attend this meeting. 

Mias ^aret reported tint the Children's Librarian had resigned and that she 
and the librarian in charge of Aural Library Service in the State Department of 
education were corresponding with a young lady who might fill this vj.o-.ncy. It 
was moved by Mr. Dloodworth and seconded by Mrs, Me -’at ton that the Director 
with tho aid of the ^tate Department of Education be authorized to fill this 
position with someone of their choosing. Motion was ca ried. 

The --director told the board of an id*a that she had for the library to 
sponsor a "Parliamentary law Clinic 11 for the officers of the various groups 
in the community. This idea met with the board's hearty approval. 

It was moved by Mr, rf ilson and seednded by Mr. liloodworth that at tho 
diEcrstion of thi? library director and library board treasurer, - floor 
polisher be purcliaued for uso in the library. Motion, was carried. 

The Chairman brought up the came of a local person who wnc very anxious to 
do radio work: or newspaper work for the library. It was decided by the roup 
to take no action on this matter at the present. 

There was no other business. Meeting was adjourned.

The At hens-C larks County Library Board met at tha ^Egioml Library on Thursday 
afternoon, December 13,1952 at 5^00 o 1 clock, Members present were: Mr. Morton 
Hodgson, Mr. Billy Wier, Mr* Troutman Wilson, Mr, Abit Nioi, Mr* Richard Bloodworbh, Jr . 
Judge Arthur Oldham, Mr. Thoms Milner, Jr. and Miss Sarah Itfaret* 

-■lestlng was called to order by Gtoiris^n Hodgson. Minute a of August 19 -nd 
Itovembter 11 meetings wern read* corrected and adopted. 

Hiss M&ret reported that she and Mias Lucile Rlx, of the State Department of 
Education had drawn up a proposed plan for Madison County to enter Athens 
Regional Library service* She said she tod presented this plan to Mrs. H*Gr. 
Bannister p . Ctoirmas of the Madison County Library Board, who planned to submit 
it to her board to act upon. 

Chains. n Hodgson said tnat he felt that the library workers should be given 
a 1Q^ raise in salary for the comiag year, Mr. >fier suggested ttot the Board 
wts.it and consider this proposal at the beginning of the new year, after the 
library request for funds from the city tod been passed by the Mayor and Council. 

It Twsae the consensus of opinion of the group that this would be beet. 

Mr* Wilson said, ttot Mr* McDorc&n of the City Civil ^ervice Commission tod 
talked with him concerning the installation of 12 minute parking meters on 
Hancock Street in front of the library building* Mr, Dloodworth moved that the 
library board go on record a$ hiving no objection to the installation of parking 
meters in front of the library building, Motion seconded by Mr* Ylls&n. Motion 
carried* 

The budget for 1953 was presented to the board* It wae movtfd by Mr* Wilson 
ttot the budget *as presented, be adopted. Motion seconded by Mr. Bloodvorth, 

Motion carried* 

Mias Maret reported ttot the Fil? Council of America had chosen the Athens 
Regional. Library as a preview center for films - the films for previewing to 
be furnished by the Council, After some discussion of the matter, it was recoiau-^ud- 
ea by Mr, Nix ttot the board table this proposal until later date. This was 
voted on and was carried* 

It was moved by Mr* Uloodworth md seconded by Mr, Vfiar ttot the library 
personnel bo granted a salary supplement for the month of December, This 
supplement was to bs the same as wa s granted in 1951* (tl5*QQ for full-time workers 
and $10-00 for Branch and part-time workers, and $25-00 for Director*) Motion 
carried. 



Mr * '■ -il son moved ttot the library be closed for Christinas holidays on December 
24* 25* and 26* Motion seconded, by Mr. Vfler. Motion carried* Miss .'-S& 

Miss Maret reported, ttot the bookmobile librarian was resigning and ttot 
she would tove to be replaced. It was moved by Mr. Nix ttot the Library Director 
and Chairman of the B&ardi :-Sr» Ikidgson be given authority zo employ the needed 
personnel for the library* Motion seconded -and carried* 

The Director asked for permission to purchase $400 *-00 worth of films for use 
in t he library program. It vaa ziov-'d and seconded that this request be granted, Mot 
Motion carried* 



It was pointed out "by the director that •; three of tho board ember's terms 
of office wuld expire on February 7 , 1953 . It was moved ini seconded ttot the 
Chiiirma write to the l-iayor, thanking hi® for the city's support of the library 
and asking for the re appoint® out of the three members whose terms expire. Those 
members arei Mr. Abit His, Mrs. T.H.tcBatton and Mrs. JiW. 3aHqy» Motion was 
carried, 

Thors was no other businoeti, ■■osting was adjourned.
